“Health Officer 
issues Warning 


A senior citizen greets the 
morning, peers first up, then 
down the street, goes over and 
puts a bag of garbage into the 
street can, looks around to see 
if anyone saw him, then goes 
iback home. A young couple 
spread their garbage under a 
black tarp in their back yard. A 
carpenter takes a bagful with 
him to the trash box on the job, 
A housewife hands a bagiul to 
her gardener along with his 
check. 


These people are all breaking 
the law in Albany, where it is 
illegal to haul even your own 
garbage over the city streets. 
‘Line city employs Oakland Seav- 
enger Company as the only au- 
thorized service to haul gar- 
bage and to bill the people. 

Homes, apartments and busi- 
nesses alike are obliged to have 
a minimum of one 30-gallon can 
service per unit per week. Ser- 
vice for apartment houses of 
four or more units can be a \bin 
for very little additional cost, 
saving the hassle over who is 
using whose can. Business can 
use giant dumpsters provided 
by the company to handle large 
amounts of waste.

Feeling runs high among 
people who claim the right to 
dispose of their own garbage in 
their own way. The same argu- 
ments they use could attempt to 
justify their own sewage dis- 
posal or water supply. However, 
to protect public health at the 
reasonable rate of $1.90 per 
month, a single company is hir- 
ed to do the whole job, and con- 
tract renewal depends on the 
service they render for the 
price. 


Eating establishments must 
have service twice weekly, since 
their wastes are most attrac- 
tive to flies and animals. During 
hot weather, when temperatures 
average above 70 degrees for a 
week, pickup may have to be 
twice a week for everybody in 
order to keep down fly produc- 
tion. The time from egg to adult 
fly is 12 days in eool weather, 
reducing to 6 or 7 days when it 
is hot. 


Under certain circumstances 
an exemption from compulsory 
service may be extended 
if the health department can be 
assured there is a hardship and 
no nuisance exists or will arise 
as a result of the exemption, 
stated Harold Van Coops, depu- 
ty health officer.

Children’s Home 
Society Needs 
Loving Families 

When a child must be separ- 
ated temporarily from his own 
parents because of some crisis, 
a warm and loving foster fam- 
ily can often make the differ- 
ence in helping through a diffi- 
cult time. 

Children’s Home Society is 
seeking additional families to 
become foster parents for chil- 
dren who need such temporary 
care. The children range from 
infants through elementary 
school age. Sometimes only one 
Child is involved, sometimes 
two or more ‘brothers and sis- 
ters need to be placed together. 

Children’s Home Society pro- 
vides foster care for children 
awaiting adoption and for chil- 
dren needing temporary care 
while parents are working out 
family problems. 

There is a neéd for a few pre- 
adoptive foster homes for in- 
fants and toddlers, but the 
greatest need is for homes for 
older children. The agency is 
also licensing emergency foster 
homes which will be available 
on a moment's notice to take a 
child, or children, during a cris- 
is situation. 

Foster parents receive board 
payments for the actual time 
the child is in the home. Medi- 
cal care is also provided. In ad- 


dition, emergency foster homes | —— 


are paid a monthly retainer fee 
to be on immediate stand-by.

The first amendment propos- 
ed by Chief Simmons would 
change the classification of In- 


ors grade one and two to, 


Captain and Lieutenant plus al- 
lowing other titles to be used 
within the Police Department. 


The second amendment would 
change the requirement of 
miles from Albany a policeman 
could reside from 15 to 45 miles. 

Chief Simmons had requested 
that the two amendments be 
considered for the November 
ballot, but according to Lewis 
Bell, chairman of the Citizen's 
Advisory Committee on Char 
ter Revision, there are already 
too many amendments on the 
ballot.
